That 
evening tbev left the shore, having on baa'd a 
few dozen of eggs, rakes of cnmtv- bread, and 
a few clams, so small that thev might paxs lor 
mnseles They reached the Bmks in about 
thirty, six hears, having s|>okeB one vessel aud 
obtsii ed a supply of frssh water the day folio or 
iiig tbelr departnre from the Florida cowt, and 
met w ith no other incident, thongh terribly p.w- 
pftxed lor want of food, nntil tbev reacood 
Cardenas on the mornlag of the 11th— eight 
dai s — where they were received bv the fieopie 
and tbe cmhoritMS with great kinanesa.

Pitsident Johns- >n believes that neither him- 
self n< r Coi.gtess has any constitutional right 
to create a voter; but that power the [te-'>t>lc of 
the reveral Sittee compeei- g the Federal Union 
have t ight ■ --■hi *xcicis«Ml from the origin of the 
Ooteri tnwt to the present time. (See l’.*ocU> 
mation.) 

It by no means follows, as some argue, that 
if the States are as thev were, anit hdlwn, that 
tbeoflioers whom President Johnaon has dis- 
placed, are the legitimate S ate Government, 
because there can be no legi/imttte State Govern- 
ments that acknowledge rebel authority and its 
siH the paramount authority of the Constitu- 
tion ol the United States bv *arm< d rebellion; 
which forfeits the rights of these oSinsrs to hold 
ollice tot not the right oi the legal, loyal voters 
ot the State to chooM other ofB.-ers 'wbo may 
bring their State again into “proper practical'’ 
relations to the Government of the Uoioo. In 
the beginning ol the war, this priudple w.ts 
fully recognised by every dcrartm .nt ol the 
Guvemmcni in reference to Virginia, when 
Plen.'ODt was elected Governor bf the legal, 
lo> Bi voters, and Messrs. Carlisle and Willey 
•dmiued as United Stales Senators, long before 
West Virginia was e^wraied from the balance 
Ol the State. 

President Johnson, in his proclamati jus, has 
not wi{«d out anv Sute Constitution or laws 
that the United States ever recognized; be has 
merely e)ected the rebel nstin'crs of office, ac- 
knowledging nothing that did not exist previ- 
ous to the to called secession. Taking up the 
old Slate ConstitutioB and laws as they existed 
then, he gives the loyal people an op{>ortanity 
of filling tbc offices with lo; al men. Slavery 
fell with the operations of Ute laws of war, and 
the peo{4e are duly notified that it caunot be 
resurrected; but the President had no more 
power to confer the right of sntfrage on ne- 
groes than to prescribe that minors of eighteen 
or wrmen should vote contrary to the old State 
OoDsthution and laws. 

Tbc foiegoiBg is a clear and forcible and 
aocorale interpretation of President Johnson's 
policy, and the action of the Ohio State Cun- 
vcotion was shaped in accordance with it. It 
at once refnus the hair-brained and impracti- 
cable theories enunciated by Ctia-e and Samucr 
and Phillips, and renders unequivocal the jHisi- 
tloo of the Administration before the conutry. 
The restoration policy of President Johnson 
fumishes the platform upon which men of na- 
tional, const rv..tive p'-inciples, without regard 
to old i>arty ties, can rally in the great work of 
re-etUbliehing i«ace and union u.«n an endur- 
ing basis.
